NORFOLK 

Gunmen killed three people 
in two different shootings on 
Tuesday, one of the most vio- 
lent days in Norfolk over the 
past decade. 

On Wednesday afternoon, 
police identified the victims 
and released more details on 
one shooting. The first victim 
died after an afternoon shoot- 
out in a residential area. The 
other two, who knew each oth- 
er, died in an apparent murder- 
suicide about five hours later. 

The first man killed was 
19-year-old Daquan Demontre 
Davis, of the 900 block of New- 
town Road in Virginia Beach. 

Davis died in the mid- 
dle of a daytime firefight in 
which three or four gunmen

Founded by freed slaves, the commu- 
nity has dwindled to a dozen homes, some 
perhaps no longer livable. Property val- 
ues have dropped by an average of nearly 
$30,000 since 2009. 

“The neighborhood is somewhat deteri- 
orating,” said Mark Shea, comprehensive 
planning coordinator for the city. 

Now, though, change is in the works. 

First up: a new thoroughfare. Tolliver 
Road will have a multiuse path on one side 
and a sidewalk on the other.

Democrat Doug Jones de- 
buted Wednesday as the next 
senator from Alabama by side- 
stepping highly charged top- 
ics, steering clear of criticism 
— and leaving wide open the 
question of what kind of law- 
maker he will be. 

Jones, who will narrow the 
Republican majority in the 
Senate to 51-49 when he is 
sworn in, will arrive in Wash- 
ington sometime in the next 
few weeks with unusual in- 
fluence for a freshman mem- 
ber of the party out of pow- 
er. Democrats are looking to 
strengthen their influence to 
block Republican legislation 
they oppose. Republicans are 
hoping for a moderate partner 
across the aisle to keep their 
agenda on track.
